Inoculating for The Cattle Plague. 


A Russian paper, the Kierlianin, 
reports that in the latter part of 1879, 
in the province of Poloeva, the cattle 
plague cartied away from 75 to 80 
per cent of all animals affected by it. 

who saw no esoape for his 

cattle resorted to the dangerous ex- 
periment of inoculating his healthy 
beasts with the virus taken from the 
deceased ones. All the cattle experi- 
mented upon were taken ill upon the 
tenth day after the operstion, and 
about 18 per cent. of them perished, 
leaving 82 per cent. safe from the 
epidemic. The inoculated animals 
lived with impunity even through the 
repeated epidemics that afterward 
ravaged the same region. The result 
of this experiment has proved so sat- 
isfactory that inoculation for the; 
plague is.to be tried on an extensive 
scale in a number of R&ssian provinces.
